Major in tho C. S. A.,
states that on September 3d he left the
rebel army at Batosville, Ark., and came
direct to Holla. He bad offered bn reig
nation, but it was not accepted. The ira
mediate cause of bis leaving was as follows:
Some Union men were arrested in Izard
and Fulton countiea, on trifling charges and
sentenced to be shot. A guard was

from bis battalion to execute the
sentence, but being unwilling to carry it
into olfoct, he ordered the guard to return
tbe prisoners, and himself immediately loft
for Roll, lie saw no federal soldiers till
ho reached Rolla, wben ho at once reported
to Minor Gallup, Provost Marshal General,
He bad previously become dissatisfied with
the robel semoe. Did not like the men in
power, especially tho cruel and barbarous
conduct of the leaders toward Union mon
and their families in the West. His in-

terest is in the South, in Kentucky, but
after a year' service he had a fuller knowl-

edge of tho rebel plans, and found ho wns
fighting1 against bis conviction of night,
though be entered the service in good faith,
believing bo was right. Believing that the
South will be overrun, and as far as be is
concerned, he would not regret it, he could
not sympathize with the Confodorato Gov-

ernment conducting itself as it has in the
Western Department, regarding its policy
as barbarous. He never approvod of guer-
rilla warfare. He would be shot as a

if apprehended by the rebels. Was
pursued nearly to Rolla, and bis attendant
was shot. He designed to surrender him-
self for such disposition as the Federal au-

thorities should make. Expected to take
the oath if it Bhould bo required of him,
and was and is willing to do so. He does

A Picture of "Slavery as it Was and Is."
Camp near Tuscurobia, Ala., Aug. 29, 62.
Editors Missouri Democrat:

I seldom write an article for the public
print. To-day- 's experience, however, sug-
gests a theme which I will not allow to pass
without offering it to you. While com-
manding a foraging party several miles from
camp, southeast of Tuscumbia, I observed
among some old letters found at the late
residence of John G. Shine, and read by a
corporal while resting in the shade, tbe fol
lowing laconic epitome of the manner in
which am (wwii courtesies were
changed between those who now figure
with importance on treason's roster:

Thursday Morning, 3 o'clocl:
Capt. John- O. Shine.

Generals Sigel and McDowell.
The extraordinary report which came by

telegraph last Wednesday that Gen. Sigel
had shot Gen. McDowell during the battle
at Warronton has bean generally discred-

ited, but we have roason to suspect that the
story had ft basis more substantial than is
usually believed. In short we are told on
whnt seems to bo good authority, that there
is a letter in this city written by an ouicor
who was an eye witness of the circumstance
which he describes, slating that during tho
fight General McDowell took from his pock-e- l

a white handkerchief which he attached
to tbe end of his sword and waved aloft as
if signalling to some one. General Sigel
observing the act, rode up and demanded
McDowell s reasons for such conduct. Mc-

Dowell replied that it was none of his busi-
ness, at tho same time cursing him as a
"d d Dutchman whereupon Sigel drew
a pistol and fired at McDowell, the ball
striking tho latter's sword biltand glancing
off.

This is the substance of tho story as wo
beard it. There certainly seems to bo some
ground for believing that the foe'ing be
tween Sirjel and McDowell is not of the
most cordial nature, and it is quite possible
that an occurence similar to the one related
may bavo ' taken place. There is a wide
spread beliof that McDowell is not loyal,
and letters which we bavo seen from sold
iers in tho army indicate that this belief is

prevalent among them. His operations in
Virginia have, jt any ralo, been most un-

fortunately conducted, and if he has in-

dubitably lost the confidence both of tho
army and the country, it would seom to be
the dictate of sound policy to relievo him
of all command. In tbo present stale of
affairs, wo cannot afford to trust Generals
who fad, no matter whether their failures
are the result of incompetency, indolence or
treachery.
